Lots examined prior to the sale and lots 
purchased by floor bidders (including bidders executing commission 
bids on behalf of other parties) may not be returned for any reason 
except lack of authenticity. All claims of misdescription and all 
claims of return, except claims regarding authenticity, must be made 
within 5 days of receipt of material. Any claim of lack of authentic- 
ity must be made in writing by the original purchaser immediately 
after discovery that an item is not authentic, and upon making such a 
claim the original purchaser must immediately return the lot to CNG 
in the same condition as at the time of the auction.

The Coinage of Rhegion 


Rhegion (mod. Reggio Calabria), a Chalkidian colony established in the eighth century BC, was among the earliest Greek settlements in southern Italy. 
Situated at the tip of Italy along the Sicilian Strait opposite Zankle (Messana), the city was well-located to facilitate trade with the Greek cities in Sicily. An 
oligarchy ruled the city until 494 BC, when Anaxilas became tyrant. Under him, Rhegion seized Zankle from the Samians in 488 BC, renaming it Messana. 
Rhegion sided with the Carthaginians against Syracuse in 480 BC. After Anaxilas’ death, control of Rhegion passed to his sons, who were expelled in 461 BC. 
Providing some limited assistance to Athens during the Peloponnesian War, Rhegion maintained an anti-Syracusan policy until the Syracusan tyrant Dionysios 
I in 387 BC sacked the city. In 358 BC, Rhegion was rebuilt under the name Phoibeia, and later supported Timoleon when he wrested control of Syracuse 
from Dionysios II and Hiketas. Rhegion first came into the Roman sphere of influence in 280 BC, when the Rhegians asked for a Roman garrison to help resist 
Pyrrhos’ attempts to take the city. It became a Roman civitas foederata in 270 BC and in 90/89 BC, a Roman municipium. 


After an intial quite limited issue of incuse-type drachms in 510 BC, regular coinage began under Anaxilas with a double-relief series. His first issue, a facing 
lion’s head on the obverse and left facing calf’s head on the reverse, began either when he became tyrant, or, more likely, when Rhegion took Zankle. Three 
factors support a later date: possible Samian prototypes for the lion-head design; Anaxilas’ connection to the Samian exiles who captured Zankle; and the 
first issue of Messana, featuring the same types. Other factors, such as the metrology of the two series, suggest that the issues at Rhegion preceded those at 
Messana. After an Olympic victory circa 480 BC, Anaxilas introduced a new coinage at both cities, with a biga on the obverse and running hare on the reverse. 
The hare may refer to Orion, god of the straits, and symbolizes the unity of Rhegion and Messana. Continuing during the reign of Anaxilas’ sons, this coinage 
was abandoned upon their ouster. 


In 450 BC, the facing lion-head type was revived, but now with a male figure seated left within a laurel wreath border on the reverse. Displayed either as a 
muscular youth or a mature bearded man, he holds a staff and a phiale or kantharos, and has a dog, serpent, duck, crow, or grapes, as adjuncts. J.P. Six (in NC 
1898, pp. 281-5) identified the figure as Iokastos, the son of Aiolos and the oikistes (founder) of Rhegion. Others, such as Head (in HN), suggest it is Aristaios, 
the son of Apollo, who had agricultural connections, and was the protector of the child-Dionysos, as well the lover of Orpheus’ Eurydike. The imagery is 
associated with Dionysiac ritual in varying degrees, and the replacement of this seated figure type with the head of Apollo circa 420 BC is also suggestive of 
Aristaios, but the advent of the new type could be simply serendipitous. 


The earliest dies of the Apollo type are signed by Kratesippos, but his work was soon outshone by an unknown artist (Herzfelder’s ‘Master of the Rhegium 
Apollo’). The Apollo of both representations are thought to derive from the youthful Apollo depicted on coins of Katane by Rizzo’s ‘Maestro della foglia’ 
(Master of the Leaf). This type continued into the fourth century BC; around 356 BC, the types switched from obverse to reverse and vice-versa, and eventually 
ceased production around 350 BC. Thereafter, the city struck a limited run of Corinthian-type staters in the later fourth century, when the precious metal issues 
ended, while the bronze remained in production until the mid-second century. The bronze coinage, as well as the silver fractions, typically mimicked the types 
of the large silver, or used associated imagery, such as various symbols representing Dionysos or Apollo.

The conventional view that these coins were struck by a Thracian dynast 
named Koson striking on behalf of Brutus was first proposed by Theodor 
Mommsen. Mommsen based his theory on Appian’ s statement (B Civ. 
IV.10.75) that Brutus struck coins from the gold and silver provided to 
him by the wife of a Thracian dynast. The coins’ similarity to known 
Roman types of the period, in particular the issue Brutus struck as a 
moneyer in 54 BC (Crawford 433/1), and Mommsen’s (and others) 
misreading of the obverse monogram seemed to support this conclusion. 
Max Bahrfeldt (“Uber die KOZQN-Miinzen,” Berliner Miinzblatter 
1912), however, cogently challenged this interpretation, arguing instead 
a connection to Coson-Cotiso(n), a Getic king with whom Octavian 
had apparently been arranging an alliance-by-marriage (Suetonius, 
Aug. 63:2: cf. Horace, Carm. 1118.8; Flor. 11.28.18). Nonetheless, 
Mommsen’s academic reputation and the appeal of associating these 
coins with Caesar’s assassin favored the earlier interpretation. Thus, this 
attribution has largely been unchallenged (but see M. Crawford, CMRR, 
p. 238: “A remarkable issue of gold staters, imitated from the denarii of 
M. Brutus.... Showy and useless, it was probably produced in the area of 
modern Transylvania in the second half of the first century.”). 


Re-examining the evidence, Octavian Iliescu has argued in support of 
Bahrfeldt’s interpretation based on the following reasons: first, hoards 
as well as individual specimens of these coins can be traced for the most 
part to Transylvania (northern Romania), rather than Thrace (southern 
Bulgaria); second, the average weight of known specimens conforms not 
to the aureus-standard of 8.10 gm established by Julius Caesar in 46 
BC, and at which Brutus struck coins for his troops, but to that of the 
staters struck on behalf of Mithradates VI during the First Mithradatic 
War; third, the coin types do not directly copy the corresponding types 
of Brutus’ denarius, but combine the type’s reverse with the reverse of 
a denarius of Q. Pomponius Rufus struck three decades earlier. The 
discovery of many coins in a number of archaeological excavations that 
include different Roman types from various periods further undercuts the 
specific historical connection to the use of the Brutus-type. Moreover, 
the monogram that has been read to achieve L BR, BR, or, in the case 
of Barclay Head, OAB, and thus associate the coinage with Brutus or 
Olbia, may also be read as a BA monogram for BAZIAEQ2. Such a 
BA monogram is known to have been used for the Thracian king 
Rhoemetalces I. 


Rendered as Cotiso(n) in the literary sources, this name can be 
reconciled with Coson as a transcribal error on the part of the textual 
copyist, making Coson-Cotiso(n) one and the same: a local Geto-Dacian 
king for whom these staters, and perhaps associated silver coins, are the 
only known coinage. It is this king Cotiso(n) to whom Octavian had 
sought to arrange an alliance-by-marriage (Suetonius, op. cit.), with his 
daughter Julia marrying Koson’s son, and himself, Koson’s daughter. 
This negotiation angered Mark Antony, to whose son Julia had originally 
been promised, and exacerbated the rift between Octavian and himself. 
The local usage of Roman coin types in the region during the last century 
BC demonstrates the economic ties between Dacia and Rome, but the 
struggle between Antony and Octavian revealed the region’s strategic 
and diplomatic significance, by increasing the local king’s power and 
prestige and affording him the opportunity to strike his own coins.

Ritual abduction as a form of exogamy was, and is still, frequent in tribal society. The reference here is probably to the Dionysiac cult and is modeled on 
one of the stone reliefs for which Thasos is famous. For another archaic treatment on the same theme from Delphi, see Boardman, Greek Sculpture: the 
Archaic Period, fig. 210. 


The overtly sexual displays seen on many early Greek coins can be disconcerting to the modern eye, viewing them through the lens of centuries of 
Christian fulminations against ‘paganism’ and its erotic excesses. These scenes are at their most graphic in northern Greece, for example, on the archaic 
coins of Siris (‘Lete’) and the island of Thasos, showing the interplay of nymphs and satyrs. The towns and tribes of this region were only newly 
introduced to the ‘civilizing’ influences of the south, and were still close to their roots in farming and herding cultures. Their gods were not the Olympian 
super beings, but the spirits of nature, and the emphasis was on celebrating the fecundity of fields and flocks.

This is an example of the only coinage definitely attributable to 
Alexander II. A salient feature of this type is the distinctive Aeolic 
Greek genitive form of the legend, AAEZANAPO, which is normally 
used on Macedonian coins down to Philip IL. In her article on the early 
Macedonian regal coinage, Westermark (p. 308 and 313) noted two types 
with this feature. The first type, to which this coin belongs, has a free 
horse prancing right, and the legend is dispersed around the horse. In 
contrast, the second type has a mounted horse prancing left, the legend 
is concentrated in the field above the horse, and there is a control mark 
on the reverse. Both also have a particularly artistic style for the obverse 
portrait of Apollo, but only the first type has an additional mark, a small 
A, below Apollo’s chin, which appears to be an artist’s signature. 


Based on the legend form and the fine style Apollo portrait, both Gaebler 
and Imhoof-Blumer placed these two types during the reign of Alexander 
II, although other scholars, such as Head, Naster, and Grose, disagreed. 
Westermark took a fresh look at the evidence. She notes that the attribution 
of the first type to Alexander II was certain, based on a number of bronze 
issues of Perdikkas III in London and Paris that were clearly overstruck 
on coins of the first type (cf. Westermark, pl. LXX, 41-2). There are no 
such overstrikes for the second type, which Westermark strongly doubted 
were issues of Alexander II, also noting that “the [Aeolic Greek] genitive 
is by no means unknown for Alexander III.” 


Other characteristics also support the attribution of the second type to 
Alexander III. While Westermark points out the exquisite style of the 
head of Apollo on the first type, which suggests A is an artist’s signature, 
she does not see such a refined style on the second. The positioning of 
the letters in the legend also suggest the two types belong to separate 
periods. The spread-out fashion of the legend on the first type is typical 
of earlier Macedonian regal coins, while the concentrated fashion of the 
second is typical of later types. Similarly, the reverse types in general, 
a riderless horse and mounted horse, also correspond to earlier and 
later types, respectively. Finally, the addition of the control mark on the 
reverse of the second type also suggests a later issue. 


In sum, Price’s attribution of the second type to the reign of Alexander III 
appears to be correct, as all aspects of these coins correspond to the other 
bronzes that certainly belong to this later period of Macedonian regal 
coinage. Thus the first type remains the only coinage securely attributed 
to Alexander II.

Revised Dating 


With the present catalog, CNG has adopted a dating scheme for Athens 
that reflects the current consensus of numismatic scholars. Chester 
Starr had placed the beginning of the “archaized” issues of Athens circa 
449 BC, but analysis of hoards -- including finds within archaeological 
contexts -- has conclusively shown that the “archaized” issues must have 
started around ten years earlier, and accordingly the last transitional 
owl series (Starr’s group V) must have ended around 460 BC. For more 
details on the research leading to this re-dating, see J.H. Kroll, The Greek 
Coins. The Athenian Agora, vol. XXVI (Princeton, 1993), and C. Flament, 
Le monnayage en argent d’Athénes.

He and the Greater Ajax were considered their 
second-best warriors, after Achilles. According to Homer’s Iliad, he was 
a brilliant and courageous fighter, whose zeal in pitched battle led to the 
wounding of the goddess Aphrodite (//. 5.330-351). In the non-Homeric 
stories of Troy, Diomedes, with the help of Odysseus, stole the Palladion 
from its sanctuary in the Trojan citadel, thereby fulfilling the prophecy 
that doing so would effect the downfall of Troy (Apollodoros, Epitome 
5. 10; Konon, Diegesis 34). 


The Palladion (Latin Palladium) was a xoanon, or ancient wooden effigy, 
of Pallas Athena that had purportedly fallen from heaven. According to 
Apollodoros (Library 3.12.3), it was fashioned by Athena and named in 
memory of Pallas, the daughter of Triton, who was accidentally killed 
while sporting with the goddess. It remained on Olympos until it was 
cast out of heaven into the countryside around Troy. It was discovered 
there by Ilos, who enshrined it in his newly founded city of Ilion (Troy), 
where it remained until the Trojan War. 


Following its theft, many legends arose regarding the whereabouts of 
the Palladion. It was reputed to have remained in the possession of either 
Diomedes or Odysseus. The Athenians claimed that it was kept in the 
Erechtheion on the Acropolis and was ritually cleaned in an annual 
ceremony called the Plyntereia (the Clothes Washing Ceremony). The 
Roman poet Virgil asserted that the figurine had not been stolen at all, but 
had been saved by the Trojan hero Aeneas during Troy’s fall, and brought 
to Italy, where centuries later it was installed in the Temple of Vesta on 
the Roman Forum. In early Christian times, Clement of Alexandria 
(Protrepticus 4.46.3) claimed to have personally seen it and described it 
as “a shapeless, dark piece of wood.”

Although seating for the audience in an ancient Greek theater followed a 
specified arrangement, this plan was significantly different from that of 
its modern counterpart, requiring a special token to place each member 
of the audience in his own specific section. Special block of seats were 
reserved for members of the BovAnh, the 500-member Executive Council 
of the Assembly, while citizens sat in sections assigned on the basis of 
the ten Attic tribes. To quickly and successfully seat the audience prior 
to the performance, giottyeia, or entrance tokens stamped with a Greek 
letter corresponding to a specific seating section, were distributed upon 
the payment of the two obol entrance fee. For those unable to meet the 
cost of admission, Athens had established a special Theoric Fund, to 
which any male citizen enrolled in a deme (tribe) might apply to obtain 
the required funding to attend the theatrical performances of the City 
Dionysia, thus showing that theatrical performance was more than 
entertainment, it was a civic duty.

Current research on the hektes of Weidauer groups XV and XVII have identified two distinct groups, which are tentatively assigned to two mints, one at 
Sardes, the other at a branch or subsidiary mint. Weidauer group XVII, 99-102 and 112, comprise one of these groups, that assigned to the latter mint. 
What is distinct about these coins, all hektes, is that their obverse dies have two opposing lion heads separated by the legend WALWET, although they 
were used on flans only large enough accommodate one lion head, and perhaps the tip of the nose of the other. It is uncertain whether the dies were 
originally intended to be used for a larger denomination, or whether the dies were designed so that hektes could be struck with either facing lion head. 
What is special about these two lots is that both coins are struck from the same obverse die, but using the opposing sides. Furthermore, both use the same 
pair of reverse punch dies. These same dies were used for Wiedauer 100 and 101, although they are not oriented in the plates to clearly display this.

Hercules’ Twelfth Labor — The Capture of Cerberus

Hercules, made temporarily insane by the goddess Hera, murdered his wife and children. Once recovered, and distressed by his actions, Hercules consulted 
the Delphic Oracle to find a means of expiating his sin. As a punishment, Apollo replied that the hero would have to serve his cousin Eurystheus, the king 
of Tiryns, a man whom Hercules despised, for a period of twelve years. Because Eurystheus also hated Hercules, he devised a series of ten feats of such 
difficulty that either they would be unachievable or they would end in Hercules’ death. Because Hercules received assistance in completing two of the 
tasks, Eurystheus added two more. Each labor became more fantastic, and eventually Hercules was compelled to break the bonds of the supernatural in 
order to complete his task. Once he accomplished the Labors, Hercules was absolved of his guilt, and preceded to perform many other heroic feats. 


For his final Labor, Hercules was sent to the underworld to capture Cerberus. In order to complete this most difficult task, Hercules was initiated in 
the Eleusinian Mysteries so that he could learn how to enter and exit the underworld alive, as well as absolve himself of his past crime of killing the 
Centaurs in his fourth Labor. Finding the entrance to the underworld, he again enlisted the assistance of Athena, while Hermes, the conveyor of souls, 
guided him along. While there, Hercules was able to free Theseus, who had been imprisoned by Hades for attempting to kidnap Persephone, but could 
not do the same for Theseus’ accomplice, Pirithous. Hercules sought the permission of Hades and Persephone to take Cerberus. The gods assented on 
condition that Hercules did not harm the creature in any way. Wrestling Cerberus into submission he brought it to the upper world through an entrance 
in the Peloponnese. When he returned with Cerberus to the palace, Eurystheus was so afraid of the fearsome beast that he once again jumped into a large 
storage jar to hide. With this, Hercules’ punishment was complete, and he was now freed of his guilt.

The architectural feature on the reverse of this coin has been variously 
described as a city-gate or triumphal arch. The lack of city walls, present 
in other city-gate types, undermines the hypothesis that this is a city-gate, 
and, while this may be a triumphal arch, the composition of the structure, 
particularly of the upper storey, fails to comport with known triumphal arch 
types depicted widely on provincial coinage. A third possibility is suggested 
by a little-known 17th century French travel memoir of the area (M. Des 
Mouceaux, Voyages de Corneille Le Bruyn (Paris, 1668]). There, the author 
describes the then-extant remains of a nymphaeum, constructed of brick, 
encrusted with marble, and ending in a semi-circle. It consisted “many levels, 
with a platform, or terrace, which could be decorated with detached columns 
at right angles (p. 476).” Much later, this same structure was described 
as “present[ing] the aspect of a Roman temple’s fagade (W. Volgraff, “Le 
flanc oriental de la Larissa,” BCH [1958], p. 542). The composition of the 
facade on this coin is similar to other known examples of nymphaea (e.g. the 
Septizonium in Rome and the Nymphaeum of Trajan in Ephesus), and it is 
more than likely that such a structure is depicted on this coin.

The Golden Girdle of Hippolyte

At the request of Admete, Eurystheus’ daughter, Hercules as his Ninth 
Labor went to seize the golden girdle of Hippolyte, a garment that gave 
power and supremacy to the wearer. The daughter of Otrera and the god 
Ares, Hippolyte was the queen of the Amazons, an all female race who 
lived near the slopes of the Caucasus. To carry off this Labor, Hercules 
organized an expedition which included the Athenian hero Theseus. 
Upon the heroes’ arrival, the Amazon women greeted them warmly, 
while Hippolyte offered the girdle as a gift. Hera, on hearing this, took 
the form of an Amazon, spreading a rumor that Hercules had come 
to steal away their queen and take her back with him to Greece. The 
female warriors, in protection of their queen, began fighting the heroes. 
In the melée that followed, Hercules slew Hippolyte, thinking she had 
betrayed him. Winning the battle, Hercules headed back for Mycenae. 
On the way, he saved the life of Hesione, daughter of Laomedon, king of 
Troy. Laomedon, however, refused to reward the hero for his service. In 
retribution, Hercules slew the king and all his sons, save the youngest, 
Podarces, who later became known as Priam.

According to Plutarch (Vit. Pomp. 42), the historian and_ politician 
Theophanes of Mytilene was a friend and political ally of Pompey. Such 
was the influence of Theophanes that he was able to secure in 62 BC 
the independence of Mytilene from the triumvir. Following his death, 
sometime between 44 and 36 BC, Theophanes, along with Archedamis 
(presumably his wife), were accorded divine honors in recognition for 
their benefaction. The date of this coinage is uncertain, but it was probably 
issued circa AD 5 when M. Pompeius Theophanes, a descendent of the 
earlier Theophanes and a friend of Tiberius was procurator of Asia, but 
certainly the coins predate AD 33, when Tiberius ordered the execution 
of Theophanes’ remaining descendents, and forbade any public reference 
to the now-outlawed family (Tac. Ann. 6.18).

Beginning in AD 197, Septimius Severus renewed his war against the Parthians, who had assisted Pescennius Niger, Severus’ rival for the throne. The 
Romans were quickly successful, bringing northern Mesopotamia back under their control. In AD 198-199, Severus captured the Parthian cities of 
Ctesiphon and Seleucia, for which he received the title Parthicus Maximus. During this campaign, Caracalla was appointed co-Augustus, and although 
he would not be given the title Parthicus Maximus for several more years. This medallion clearly refers to Caracalla’s role in the Parthian victory, and 
may commemorate his arrival in Mytilene on the return trip to Rome to assume the office of Augustus.

The enigmatic reverse type of this coin has defied any substantially 
conclusive explanation. Phocaea’s extant foundation mythology does 
not include this topos, and the civic badge was the seal, rather than 
the dolphin.

Among the most ancient of the deities in the Olympian pantheon and with 
connections to a pre-Hellenic mother earth goddess, Demeter remained 
connected with fertility in Classical myth as the goddess of grain and 
crops. According to the Homeric Hymn addressed to her, Demeter, in her 
day and night search for her abducted daughter Persephone, eventually 
arrived at Eleusis. In return for the hospitality she received from its 
king, Celeus, Demeter instructed his son, Triptolemus, in the ways of 
agriculture. Having received this knowledge, he taught it to the rest 
of Greece, traveling from place to place in a chariot drawn by flying 
serpents, chthonic deities connected to Demeter’s ancient past.

According to Euripides (Bacchae 461-464), Mount Tmolus was the 
birthplace of the god Dionysus. 


The son of Zeus and Semele, a princess of Thebes, Dionysus was a god 
of fertility, vegetation and, most popularly, wine. Often, he is depicted 
being transpoted in a car drawn either by panthers, or, in this case, by 
centaurs, surrounded by an entourage of satyrs, sileni, maenads, and 
nymphs. A number of important festivals were held in his honor; most 
famous were the Lesser or Rural Dionysia (in late December), the Greater 
or City Dionysia (in late spring), the Anthesteria (in early spring), and the 
Lenaea (in winter). His characteristic worship was ecstatic, and women, 
known as maenads, were prominently involved. Votaries, through music, 
dancing, and drinking, and through eating flesh and blood of sacrificial 
animals, attempted to merge their identities with the wildness of nature. 
Dionysus was variously represented: sometimes as a full-grown bearded 
man; and sometimes as a delicate, effeminate youth.

The centaur represented on the reverse of this coin must be Chiron, a 
figure highly respected as an oracle, an astrologer, and a teacher of a 
number of Greek heroes; most notably, he was the athletic instructor 
of the hero Achilles. The appearance of Chiron on this coin may be 
an allegorical representation for the initiation of a local athletic event. 
A good possibility, according to MacDonald, is the institution of the 
Gordianea Attalea, games established by Gordian III and commemorated 
on contemporary issues from the city.

Upon his return to Rome in AD 233, following his settlement of the war 
with the Persians, Severus departed westward to face a German threat 
along the Rhine, where the tribes had taken advantage of the withdrawal 
of Roman troops for the eastern war. In AD 234, the emperor and his 
mother moved themselves to Moguntiacum (Mainz), which served as 
the Roman staging point. The troop redeployment from the east eased 
tensions somewhat, and an ambitious offensive campaign was planned, 
including the construction of a bridge across the Rhine. Alexander, 
however, preferred to bring about a “victory” by buying off the Germans, 
rather than committing troops to fight. Such a policy outraged the 
soldiers, who were eager to engage the Germans and enrich themselves 
with the spoils of war. Severus’ troops mutinied in mid March AD 235, 
killing him and his mother, and installing Maximinus as emperor.

The god Serapis was a syncretistic Hellenistic-Egyptian god whose 
worship combined Greek and Egyptian religious beliefs. The name itself 
is formed by a combination of the Egyptian god of the Underworld, 
Osiris (Ausar), with Apis (Hapi), a manifestation of the regenerative 
god Ptah. As the chief god of the new Ptolemaic dynasty, Serapis soon 
became the subject of the chief royal cult. The belief in an afterlife made 
it one of the more popular mystery cults, and portraits of the god are 
known throughout the empire. In Alexandria a large temple complex, 
the Serapeum, was constructed, and continued to operate until it was 
destroyed by an angry Christian mob in the late 4th century AD.

Gnaeus Domitius Ahenobarbus accompanied his father at Corfinium and 
Pharsalus on the side of Pompey. After his pardon by Julius Caesar, he 
retired to Rome in 46 BC. After Caesar’s assassination, Ahenobarbus 
supported Brutus and Cassius, and in 43 BC was condemned under the 
terms of the Lex Pedia for complicity in the assassination. Ahenobarbus 
achieved considerable naval success against the Second Triumvirate in 
the Ionian theater, where this denarius was certainly minted, but finally, 
through the mediation of Gaius Asinius Pollio, he reconciled with Mark 
Antony, who thereupon made him governor of Bithynia. He participated 
in Antony’s campaign against the Parthians, and was consul in 32 BC. 
When war broke out between Antony and Octavian, Ahenobarbus 
initially supported Antony, but, disgusted by Antony’s relationship 
with Cleopatra, sided with Octavian shortly before Actium. His only 
child, Lucius Domitius Ahenobarbus, was married to Antonia Maior, 
the daughter of Mark Antony and Octavia. Their son, Gnaeus Domitius 
Ahenobarbus, married Agrippina Minor, the sister of the emperor 
Caligula, and was the father of the emperor Nero.

The unusual spelling of his cognomen aside, it is quite possible that 
this moneyer is the Numonius Vala whom Horace mentions in Epistle 
1.15.1-6. As Horace’s Vala was apparently familiar with the countryside 
of southern Italy, particularly Velia and Salernum, it seems probable 
that the gens Numonia derived its origin from Campania, and, as novi 
homines, acquired Roman citizenship as a result of the Social War (91-88 
BC). As with many of the moneyers’ types of the late 1st century BC, C. 
Numonius Vaala’s reverse type refers to an historic event in his family’s — 
past. We do not know which specific ancestor is referred to, but the 
scene depicts military action that brought a specific honor to the soldier 
involved. During the siege of a city or an enemy camp, the first soldier 
to breach the walls was awarded the corona vallaris, or “wall crown.” 
The cognomen Vaala became a hereditary title among the Numonii, 
to be displayed proudly by the first member of the family to achieve 
the office of moneyer. A later Numonius Vala was not so courageous, 
for while serving as a legate of Quinctilius Varus and commanding his 
cavalry during the disaster at the Teutoburger Forest, he was killed while 
attempting to flee the battle (Vell. Pat. 2.119.4).

At the age of fourteen, Varius Avitus Bassianus (Elagabalus) inherited 
the office of high priest of the sun-god Elagabalus at Emesa in Syria.

Following the capture of Valerian I by the Sasanians, a number of usurpers appeared throughout the empire, mostly accomplished generals who were 
acclaimed by their own troops. Although Regalianus’ exact history is unclear (and contradictory in the sources), he was likely a Roman general who had 
been sent to deal with the barbarians (probably the Marcomanni) who were conducting raids through Pannonia at the time. Some of the sources suggest 
that Regalianus was a supporter of the usurper Ingenuus, and continued Ingenuus’ revolt following the latter’s death. In any event, Regalianus’ reign was 
very short, and he was probably put to death by his own troops. 


All of Regalianus’ coinage has been attributed to a mint in Carnuntum, and was obviously struck in great haste, as evidenced by the crude style of the 
coins and the fact that they are all overstruck. The present example is overstruck on a denarius of Septimius Severus. On the obverse, the top of Septimius’ 
laureate head can be seen above the portrait of Regalianus, and part of the legend AVG IMP can be seen around the edge. On the reverse, the lower part 
of Victory advancing left is visible, along with the partial legend [CO]S I P P.

J. van Heesch has provided the latest chronology for these anonymous 
civic bronzes of the fourth century AD. An active campaign of persecution 
against local Christians, abetted by Maximinus, reached its height in 
Nicomedia, Antioch, and Alexandria. Churches were closed and property 
was seized from Christians, who were expelled from many cities. The 
three major mint cities struck a series of small bronzes honoring the old 
Greco-Roman gods, Jupiter, Apollo, Tyche, and Serapis among them.

Beginning in AD 350, the western portion of the Roman Empire 
underwent a period of rebellion and usurpation. Magnentius, a member of 
the Roman bureaucracy, taking advantage of the troubles of Constantius 
II with Persia, revolted and murdered Constans, the western emperor. 
Unable to go west and subdue Magnentius, Constantius II apparently 
allowed for two “legal” usurpations to occur: that of Nepotian in Rome, 
and Vetranio in Siscia. After only 28 days rule, though, Nepotian was 
captured and executed by troops loyal to Magnentius. The failure of 
both Nepotian and Vetranio to stop Magnentius prompted Constantius 
II to appoint his cousin Gallus as Caesar. While Gallus held down the 
east, Constantius II could then head west to put down the rebellion of 
Magnentius and restore order. 


This issue of Nepotian with GLORIA ROMANORVM is only known 
with a bare-headed portrait. However, there are examples of this obverse 


type known with his VRBS ROMA issue.

The appearance of the mintmark CONOB, rather than COMOB, on a coin of Nepos is exceptional. Only the Hess-Leu coin has been published with this 
mark, which is referenced by both Lacam and Kent (in RIC). Lacam attributed the coin as a late official issue at Milan, but his analysis is based solely on 
style, and does not address the mintmark at all. Kent, on the other hand, clearly marks the coin as a contemporary imitation. While Kent may be correct 
to dismiss the coin as imitative, the style is clearly within the bounds for an attribution to the official mint. The military activity in northern Italy at the 
time presents numerous possibilities; perhaps it was struck at a military mint employing a die cutter who had worked at Milan? In any event, the current 
body of evidence is inconclusive.

During the later Roman Empire, coin weights began appearing with the 
legend exagium solidi, a phrase which has often been translated as “the 
weight (or weighing) of a solidus”, in order to deal with the practice of 
clipping. Exagium derives from the Latin exigere (lit. “to drive out”). 
However, extant examples of these weights vary and some weigh much 
less than the 4.5 g of a full-weight solidus. These lower-weight weights 
are thought to possibly represent the lowest acceptable weight for aurei, 
and were used by the exauctores auri to withdraw overly-clipped or worn 
solidi from circulation and thereby maintain an acceptable weight standard 
minimum for solidi to circulate at full value. To date, the majority of the 
known weights bear imperial busts, rather than the monogram of the 
eparch, under whose authority the exauctores auri operated; those that 
do have the eparchs’ monograms were of glass. It is difficult to determine 
with more accuracy whether the Imwavvec mentioned here is the eparch 
of Constantinople (John the Cappadocian or John of Epidamonos are 
possibilities), or a similar official at Antioch or Alexandria (a Johannes iS 
known to have served twice as prefect between 582 and 602).

EARLY MEDIEVAL & 


ISLAMIC COINAGE 


VANDALS 


For nearly one hundred years the Vandals controlled a kingdom based approximately in what had been the Roman province of Africa. This Germanic tribe 
crossed the frozen Rhine in AD 406, and proceeded to ravage Gaul, and then Spain in AD 409. Over the next three decades, the main group splintered 
into a number of factions, two of the largest of which settled in Spain. Almost immediately, another Germanic tribe, the Visigoths, who had also settled 
in Spain, attacked these factions and destroyed them, save for a small group that took refuge in Gaul. As Visigothic Spain became permanently hostile to 
them, this group, under Gaiseric, crossed into North Africa at the behest of Count Boniface, a Roman rebel who hoped to use them against the emperor 
Valentinian III. Boniface misread the situation, though, and soon thereafter Gaiseric and his tribesmen sacked Carthage and overran the surrounding 
territory. So fierce were Gaiseric’s Vandals that in AD 435, their kingdom was recognized in a treaty with the emperor Valentinian III. Nonetheless, 
hostilities continued, and Gaiseric conquered the Balearic Islands, Sardinia, Corsica, and a portion of Sicily. Most significantly, Gaiseric sacked Rome 
in AD 455 and defeated a large expedition sent against him in AD 468. Gaiseric’s successors, however, were not able to build upon his achievements, 
and their kingdom only held out until the Byzantine general Belisarius captured Carthage in AD 533. Their kingdom was vanquished, and the surviving 


Vandals were enslaved or joined into the imperial service.

BULGARIA 


Coins of the First and Second Bulgarian Empires 


Founded in 681, the First Bulgarian Empire lasted until 1018, when it was annexed into the Byzantine Empire. It remained under Byzantine control until 
1185 with the formation of the Second Bulgarian Empire. During its existence, the First Bulgarian Empire was involved in checking some of the major 
nomadic migrations, and in 717/8 it allied itself with the Byzantines, helping to defeat a Muslim siege of Constantinople and delay by several centuries 
the Islamic push into Europe. The First Empire was also involved in checking both the Avars and the Magyars, and stemmed the so-called second wave of 
the Great Migrations occurring during that time. During this same time, it prospered under rulers, such as Simeon I Veliki, during whose reign the country 
experienced its first Golden Age. By the eleventh century, however, it was in decline and the Krum dynasty, which had ruled Bulgaria since the ninth 
century and had seen the country though a period of expansion and conversion to Christianity, died out. Under Samuil Comitopuli there was a period of 
resurgence, but within a few years of his death, Bulgaria was absorbed by the Byzantines. 


The Second Bulgarian Empire began in 1185. After a period of expansion under Ivan I [Koloyan] (1 197-1207) and Ivan Asen II (1218-1241) the country 
experienced a second Golden Age under Ivan Aleksandar (1331-1371), but it was short-lived as his sons broke away parts of the kingdom into their own 
independent territories. After 1371, Bulgaria, now divided, grew ever weaker, and by the end of the fourteenth century was a much-reduced shadow of 
its former self.

By the beginning of the reign of Simeon I Veliki (893-927), the First 
Bulgarian Empire was poised to overtake the Byzantine Empire. Styling 
himself as a ruler on par with the Byzantine emperor, Simeon adopted the 
title “Tsar of the Bulgarians and Autocrat of the Greeks.” Between 894

The reign of Boris-Mihail (852-889) began with numerous setbacks. 
During the previous decade, Bulgaria had been fighting a two-front war 
against the Carolingians in the west and the Byzantine Empire in the east. 
This period was rife with shifting alliances, as the regional non-aligned 
states frequently changed sides among the three warring powers. In 864, 
the Byzantine emperor, Michael III, invaded Bulgarian territory on the 
pretext that, while Boris-Mihail was prepared to convert to Christianity, 
it was unacceptable that he would do so by following the Latin rite. 
In return for receiving territory held by the Byzantines, Boris agreed 
to be baptized according to the Orthodox rite, and in September 865 
assumed the new name of Boris-Mihail, after that of the emperor. Boris 
also adopted the title “Knyaz,” or Duke. The adoption of Christianity 
had two effects: Boris was now in command of a Christian state, and 
would be able to negotiate with the rest of Christendom more easily; 
and the Byzantines now had a fellow-Orthodox ally that they hoped they 
could treat as a subordinate buffer against the western Roman Catholic 
powers and a source of manpower for their wars against the encroaching 
Ottomans. 


and 896 he defeated the Byzantines and their allies in the so-called “Trade 
War,” and, at the Battle of Bulgarophygon, he brought an end to the war 
with a rout of the Byzantine army. Following the death of the Byzantine 
emperor Alexander in 913, Simeon once again invaded Byzantine 
territory, but halted his plans when he was offered official recognition 
of his full imperial title, and a marriage between his daughter and the 
infant emperor, Constantine VII. When the Byzantine court rejected 
the settlement, war was renewed. On 20 August 917 Simeon fought the 
Byzantines, devoid of any allies, at Anchialus. Simeon, however, was 
prevented from taking Constantinople, although the Bulgarians took 
control of the Balkans, with the exception of the Peloponnesus.

In 927, a peace treaty with the Byzantine Empire officially recognized 
the transfer of the imperial title to Simeon’s son and successor, Petr I, 
his marriage to the emperor’s daughter, Maria Lakapena, who was now 
known as Irina, as well as the independence of the Patriarch of Bulgaria. 
However, the peace was short-lived, as a power struggle between Petr 
and his brothers ensued. The weakness this internecine struggle created 
resulted in the loss of territory, renewed invasions of neighboring peoples, 
including the capture of Preslav in 968, and the rise of religious schism.

Known as Todor prior to his proclamation as tsar in 1185, Petar, along 
with his younger brother Ivan Asen, took advantage of Bulgarian unrest 
over Byzantine overlordship to rebel against the empire. In 1185, after 
a series of earlier abortive attempts, they were successful and Todor 
declared himself tsar, or independent ruler, taking the name Petar IV, 
an act designed to legitimate his reign by associating himself with 
the previous First Bulgarian Empire. The rebellion took on religious 
overtones when an icon of St. Dimitar of Solun was miraculously 
discovered at the rebel capital of Tarnovo, signaling that Saint’s 
assistance in Bulgarian independence. Over the next several years, the 
Byzantines tried unsuccessfully to put down the rebellion and recover 
the territory lost to them. After major Byzantine defeats near Tryavna, 
Arcadiople, and Serres, Bulgarian ascendancy seemed to be checked by 
the murder of Asen at the hands of his cousin Ivanko, and in 1197 by 
the murder of Peter IV, and the succession to the throne of his youngest 
brother, Kaloyan.

While the succession to the throne of Ivan I (Kaloyan), Petar !V’s youngest 
brother, might have initially seemed a set-back, given all that Petar IV 
had accomplished to that point, as tsar, Kaloyan increased Bulgaria’s 
territory and took advantage of Byzantine political instability to expand 
his country’s influence in the region. After establishing a union with the 
Papacy, whereby he received the title Rex, he renewed war against the 
Byzantines and, after 1204, on its Latin successor state, conquering in 
the process large parts of Thrace, as well as the whole of Macedonia. In 
1205, he decisively defeated the newly created Latin Empire, including 
the capture of its emperor, Baldwin, who later died in captivity in Tarnovo. 
In the following year, Ivan I (Kaloyan) inflicted another heavy Latin 
defeat at the battle of Rusion. During this time the Byzantine nobility 
seemed to support the Bulgarians against the Latin Empire; worried at 
Bulgarian successes at its own expense, the nobility reversed its position 
by betraying the Bulgarians and allying with the Latins. In retaliation 
for this betrayal, Ivan I (Kaloyan) became infuriated and, according to 
the Bulgarian Chronicle, at the siege of Varna in 1201, he ordered to be 
buried alive the whole Greek population of the city. Furthermore, Ivan 
I (Kaloyan) adopted the epithet Romanoktonos (Roman-slayer) as the 
Byzantine emperor Basil II had been called Bulgaroktonos (Bulgarian- 
slayer). Until his death in 1207, Ivan I (Kaloyan) continued to expand 
Bulgaria’s territories, fighting against the Hungarians.

The succession of Ivan Asen II reversed this trend of territorial loss, 
and once again, Bulgaria engaged in a policy of territorial expansion. 
After recovering the lands lost to it under Boril, Ivan Asen II then 
occupied Odrin and Albania. Through diplomacy, he regained the cities 
of Belgrade and Branicevo which had been lost to Hungary, as well as 
some lands from the Latin Empire. Following Ivan’s major success at 
Klokotnitsa in 1230, the Epirus Despotate became a Bulgarian vassal. 
In an inscription from Tarnovo in 1230 he entitled himself “In Christ the 
Lord faithful Tsar and autocrat of the Bulgarians, son of the old Asen”. 
The Bulgarian Orthodox Patriarchate was restored in 1235 with approval 
of all eastern Patriarchates, thus putting an end to the union with the 
Papacy. Ivan Asen II had a reputation as a wise and humane ruler, and 
opened relations with the west, especially Venice and Genoa, to diversify 
the trade of his country. The country enjoyed flourishing economy, trade 
relations were diversified, and around 1235 Bulgaria organized its own 
navy. In early 1241, Ivan Asen II defeated a column of the Mongol army 
of Batu Khan as it was retreating from Hungary. This defeat, however, 
was not decisive, and a new Mongol invasion in 1242 forced Bulgaria to 
become tributary to the Golden Horde. By this time, however, Ivan Asen 
II had died on 24 June 1241.

Mico Asen ascended the throne by virtue of his marriage to Maria, a 
daughter of Ivan Asen II. Little is known about him. Becoming emperor 
of Bulgaria after the murder of his wife’s cousin, Kaliman Asen II in 
1256, he had some support in the capital, but was largely opposed by the 
rest of the nobility. After an unsuccessful campaign against Theodore II 
Lascaris, Emperor of Nicaea, Mico lost control even over the commoners. 
When Konstantin I Tikh was proclaimed emperor, Mico and his family 
fled to Michael VIII Palaiologos and sought refuge in Nicaea. Here he 
was given lands in the Troad, where he remained with his family. The 
date of his death is unknown, but it is likely that he was no longer alive 
in 1277/1278, when his son Ivan Asen III was put forward as a claimant 
to the Bulgarian throne by the Byzantine Emperor Michael VIII.

Konstantin I Tikh was elected by the nobles in 1257 to replace the 
ineffective Mico Asen. To legitimize his claim, he married Eirene of 
Nicaea, a daughter of emperor Theodore II Doukas Laskaris by Elena of 
Bulgaria, the daughter of Ivan Asen II of Bulgaria. From 1259 to 1261 
Konstantin warred against Béla IV of Hungary, during which time the 
Hungarians captured the Bulgarian town of Vidin. Two years later, the 
Bulgarians recovered Vidin under the leadership of Jakov Svetoslav, 
who became its independent ruler (1263-1275). Due to the expensive 
and unsuccessful wars, repeated Mongol raids, and economic instability 
that followed, a revolt ensued in 1277. Its leader, the swineherd Ivailo, 
was successful and managed to take the Bulgarian throne for a time 
(1277-1280) following Konstantin’s death.

Todor Svetoslav was the son of Georgi Terter I. Until 1289, he was given 
as a hostage, first to the Byzantines, and then to the Mongols of the 
Golden Horde. In 1298 or 1299, Todor attempted to invade Bulgaria with 
the assistance of his Mongol brother-in-law Chaka. They were successful 
for a while, and Chaka ruled as tsar. However, Todor Svetoslav soon 
betrayed Chaka, had him murdered and himself became tsar in 1300. 
Todor was vindictive, punishing all who stood in his way, including 
those who had helped in his rise to power. In the face of his brutality, the 
nobility revolted and attempted to replace him with Byzantine assistance. 
Over the next several years, warfare continued until a peace was reached 
and war ended with a peace treaty in 1307. The result was relative peace 
between Todor Svetoslav and his neighbors until his death.

Georgi Terter II was the son of Todor Svetoslav, and after his father’s 
death in 1321 he became actively involved in the civil war in the 
Byzantine Empire, between Andronikos II Palaiologos and his grandson 
Andronikos III Palaiologos. Taking advantage of the situation, Georgi 
invaded Byzantine Thrace, conquered Plovdiv and part of the surrounding 
area in 1322. Later that year, however, the Bulgarians were defeated 
by Andronikos III. While the Byzantine emperor was preparing for an 
invasion of Bulgaria, Georgi died.

Mihail Asen III was the son of the despotes Sisman of Vidin and a distant 
cousin of Todor Svetoslav and Georgi Terter II. Since the middle of the 
13th century, Vidin had been effectively autonomous under ineffective 
Bulgarian overlordship, and the title of despotes signified this. When 
Georgi Terter II died in 1323, Mihail Asen III was elected emperor of 
Bulgaria. 


Although Mihail managed to force Andronikos III to retreat, the 
Byzantines took Plovdiv. Mihail was able to recover Bulgarian control 
over northern and northeastern Thrace in 1324. A subsequent peace 
treaty with the Byzantine Empire, which was to be concluded by 
Mihail’s marriage to Theodora Palaiologina, the sister of Andronikos 
III Palaiologos, who had previously been married to Todor Svetoslav 
of Bulgaria. To marry Theodora, Mihail divorced his first wife Anna 
(Neda), a sister of the Serbian King Stefan Uro’ III DeCanski, a move 
that resulted in a worsening of relations with Serbia. Even the rival 
Byzantine emperors took sides, and for the next several years, a series of 
wars were waged against the Serbs and their Byzantine allies. 


In 1330, expecting the assistance of his Byzantine allies, Mihail marched 
on Serbia with a large force, including reinforcements from his vassals 
and allies in Wallachia and Moldavia. The Bulgarian army encamped 
near Velbazd (Kjustendil) and dispersed for the acquisition of provisions 
while awaiting further reinforcements and the arrival of its Byzantine 
allies. There the Serbians reinforced themselves and on 28 July 1330 
caught the Bulgarian army by surprise. In spite of an attempt to bring 
their army to order, the Bulgarians and their allies were crushed. Badly 
wounded as his horse was killed under him, Mihail was captured by the 
Serbians and died four days later while a captive of the Serbs.

Ivan Stefan was installed as Bulgarian emperor in 1330 on the death of Michael Asen III. Although Ivan Stefan was not a minor at the time of his 
accession, he seems to have been dominated by his mother Anna (Neda). The new regime was faced by an immediate crisis with the change in relations 
with the Byzantine Empire. A number of critical losses helped the opposition revolt, and Ivan Stefan was forced to flee Tarnovo together with his mother 
and brothers. The conspirators then placed Ivan Aleksandar on the throne. Ivan Stefan and his mother fled to Serbia, but after the conclusion of an alliance 
between Serbia and the new emperor of Bulgaria in 1332 they moved to Dubrovnik. Anna (Neda) intrigued for restoration throughout the 1330s, but the 
revolt in her son’s favor was crushed by 1337. Ivan Stefan died after 1343, and may have married an illegitimate daughter of the prince of Taranto. His 
brother Si8man sought support from the Mongols and from the Byzantine Empire, but his efforts also came to nothing.

The nephew of Mihail III Asen, Ivan Aleksandar became emperor in 1331, following a coup which drove out the rightful though ineffective ruler, Ivan Stefan. 
The new ruler set about consolidating his position by regaining territories recently lost to the Byzantine Empire. In 1331 Ivan Aleksandar campaigned around 
Adrianople and reconquered northeastern Thrace. After defeating the Byzantines at Rusokastro, a peace was struck, essentially reestablishing the status quo 
between the two powers, and an alliance was made with the betrothal of Ivan’s eldest son, Michael Asen IV, to Andronicus’ daughter Maria (Eirene), the 
marriage eventually taking place in 1339. To safeguard his throne in the meantime, Ivan installed his eldest son, Michael Asen IV, as co-emperor in about 
1332; he followed this up with the coronation of his younger sons, Ivan Sracimir and Ivan Asen IV, in 1337. It was possibly the intention of Ivan Aleksandar 
that these younger co-emperors could establish immediate control over important cities and regions, and administer them directly. 


Throughout the 1340s, relations with the Byzantine Empire and Serbia were periodically strained. Attempts to repel the Ottomans repeatedly failed, and Ivan 
Aleksandar’s third son and co-emperor, Ivan Asen IV, was killed in battle against them in 1349, as also happened to his older brother Michael Asen IV in 1355 
or a little earlier, A new and more successful attempt against the Ottomans was made in 1355, this time by John V Palaiologos. Although Ivan Aleksandar’s 
daughter Keraca Marija was married to the future Andronicus IV Palaiologos as part of the arrangement, the alliance failed to produce concrete results. 


To continue his policy of having sons as co-emperors and to replace those who had died, Ivan Aleksandar divorced his first wife, and married a second time. 
The sons of this new union were crowned as co-emperors, Ivan Siman in about 1356 and Ivan Asen V by 1359. However, Ivan Aleksandar’s long-range plans 
had failed as the last surviving son from his first marriage, the co-emperor Ivan Sracimir, became effectively an independent ruler in 1356. 


In 1364, hostilities yet again broke out between the Bulgarians and Byzantines. Ivan Aleksandar was forced to sue for peace. The relatively successful 
resolution of the crisis in the northwest did nothing to help recover the losses in the southeast. The Ottomans under Murad I conquered Adrianople and Plovdiv. 


Preparing to meet them, Ivan Aleksandar died on 17 February 1371.

The eldest son of Emperor Ivan Aleksandar by his first wife, Mihail IV 
Asen was proclaimed co-emperor on his father’s accession. As heir to 
the throne he was married to Irina (Maria Palaiologina), the daughter of 
Andronikos III Palaiologos. 


In 1354-1355 the Ottomans invaded Bulgaria and headed towards 
Plovdiv and Sofia. Gathering an army, Mihail IV Asen fought them near 
Sofia, but was defeated and killed.

Ivan Sracimir was the second son of Ivan Aleksandar and was appointed 
co-emperor by his father. At this or some later point, Ivan Sracimir was 
given control of Vidin, which he held for the rest of his reign. In 1365, 
he and his family became hostages of the Hungarians. Three years later, 
Sracimir was restored to his throne, but he had to acknowledge effective 
Hungarian overlordship. When Ivan Aleksandar died in 1371, Ivan 
Sracimir was particularly determined to assert his independent status, 
and in 1381 he placed the metropolitan archbishop of Vidin under the 
control of the Patriarch of Constantinople, thereby effectively allying 
himself with the Byzantine Empire. 


After the Ottoman invasion of northern Bulgaria in 1388, Ivan Sracimir 
was forced to acknowledge Ottoman overlordship and accept Ottoman 
garrisons in his land. On the death of Ivan Sisman in 1395, Sracimir 
tried to control part of his brother’s former realm which was not yet 
under Ottoman control, but was unsuccessful. When the Hungarians led 
a crusade against the Ottomans in 1396, Sracimir allied himself with 
it, placing his available resources at its disposal. The crusade ended in 
disaster at the battle of Nikopol on 25 September 1396. In 1397 Sultan 
Bayezid I captured Sracimir at Vidin and had him transported to Bursa, 
where he died. While part of the remaining realm stayed under the 
control of Sracimir’s son and heir Konstantin II, independent rule of 
Bulgaria was effectively ended.

Dobrotitsa/Dobrotici was a Bulgarian noble, ruler of the de facto 
independent Principality of Karvuna and the Kaliakra fortress from 
1366-1386. In 1369 Dobrotitsa and Vladislav I of Wallachia helped Ivan 
Aleksander retake the town of Vidin from the Hungarians. In return, the 
emperor, needful of supporters, gave Dobrotitsa control of several coastal 
cities, including Varna. There, Dobrotitsa constructed a fleet, which he 
used to patrol the Black Sea. Although it was small, this fleet was very 
effective, and engaged the Genoese and Ottoman fleets successfully as 
far as Trebizond. At Dobrotitsa’s death, he was briefly succeeded by his 
son, Ivanko Terter (1386-1387).

One of the sons of Ivan Aleksandar and his second wife, Ivan SiSman 
was made co-emperor in 1356. After the death of his father in 1371, he 
succeeded to the central portion of Bulgaria with its capital Tarnovo, 
while his brother, Ivan Sracimir, held the territory around Vidin, and 
Dobrotitsa / Dobrotici carved out Karvuna as an independent region. 
Shortly after Ivan SiSman came to the throne, the Ottomans compelled 
him to recognize them as overlords and send his sister Thamar (Kera 
Tamara) as a bride for Sultan Murat I. In spite of this arrangement, the 
Ottomans conquered more territory. Encouraged by the Serbian and 
Bosnian victory over the Ottomans at the Battle of Plo¢nik in 1387, Ivan 
Sisman attempted to break away from Turkish influence. The Ottoman 
reprisal was swift, and he was required to surrender another daughter, 
Drastar (Silistra), to the sultan. Though Ivan Sisman again tried to 
back out, Ottoman pressure forced him to comply, as well as surrender 
additional garrisons and other strategic fortresses. 


Following the Christian defeat at the Battle of Kosovo in 1389, the 
Ottomans once again turned to Ivan Sisman. In 1393 the new sultan, 
Bayezid I, invaded Bulgaria and besieged the capital, Tarnovo. After a 
three-month siege, the city fell on 17 July 1393, a date often taken as 
the end of the Second Bulgarian Empire, although both Ivan Si8man 
and Ivan Sracimir survived. Ivan Si’man continued to rule in Nikopol 
as an Ottoman vassal, hoping for aid from the Hungarians, until he was 
beheaded there on the orders of Bayezid I on 3 June 1395. The remainder 
of Ivan Si8man’s territory was annexed into the Ottoman Empire, although 
Sisman’s son Konstantin II continued to rule at Vidin until 1422.

The Sforza (“‘Strivers’”) dynasty began as many Italian noble houses did, 
with a successful condottiere (mercenary soldier) seeking respectability 
for his family by procuring a title and an estate. Muzio Attendolo 
(1369-1424) founded the family, and his son Francesco seized the duchy 
of Milan in 1450, having first married the daughter of Maria Philippo 
Visconti. Francesco’s son Galeazzo succeeded him in 1466 and sought to 
have his position elevated to king, marrying the sister-in-law of the king 
of France to strengthen his claims. His rule over Milan was harsh, with ° 
heavy taxes causing widespread discontent, but his patronage of grand 
artists and architects was a source of great pride for the city, and his 
assassination in 1476 by republican sympathizers was met with mixed 
feelings. In any case, the dynasty survived, in the person of his weak 
son, Gian Galeazzo. 


Originating in Renaissance Milan, where it was first issued in 1468. 
the testone was a large denomination of good silver and was so-called 
because its obverse bore a naturalistically-styled head (It. testa) of the 
reigning duke. Owing to the influx of silver as a result of trade fueled by 
new sources of ore, the Milanese Sforza family used the denomination to 
promote their power and regional influence. They followed Renaissance 
artistic principles, and the portraits of the family are presented in a 
more naturalistc and accurate manner than the more stylized medieval 
portraits. Like the French gros tournois of the thirteenth century, the 
testone gained popular acceptance and soon other areas in Italy began 
minting similar coins, bearing portraits of their own rulers. By the end of 
the fifteenth century, France, England, and Scotland began minting their 
own versions. known as the teston in France, and the testoon in England 
and Scotland, these coins with their Renaissance-style portraits may be 
viewed as the first modern European coinages.

The Christie’s sale of the 
Elizabeth Washburn King Greek Coins highlights the lot. Fine to 
Very Fine condition.
